it Will Take 80,000 Men to 
Harvest Immense 
Crops. 


Washington, 
July 15.—Mr. 
Wilson, 
secretary of labor, dealt calamity howl- 
ers a severe jolt when he declared that 
within a few weeks there would be many 
more places in the United States than 
men to fill them. 
He said the bumper 
wheat crop, the great jump in the iron 
trade and the revival of mining gave 
great promise of "lots of work." 


Requests for more than 80,000 men to 
harvest the wheat crop of the south and 
middle west have already been received 
by the department of labor. 
Misgpuri 
nefds more than 30,000 men. 
These 
men, once in the wheat fields, can move 
north as the season advances, harvesting 
crops as they go. 
How to gather the 
men from the four corners of the coun- 
try and get them to the wlieat fields is 
a problem which Mr. Wilson hopes to 
solve. 


IVIr. Wilson said: 
"I hope to arrange 
excursions over various railroads run- 
ning to the middle west from the eastern 
states and the west coast. There seems 
to be an abundance of labor in a ftewi 
of our largo eastern cities, and if they 
will work we can find it for them. This 
scheme would give many men a summer 
vacation, rather strenuous, 
but 
they 
could earn money while talcing it. Har- 
vesting the wheat will be a problem this 
year, and Western farmers will pay from 
$2.60 to $4 a day for help. 


"The composite conditio^n of all crops 
today is about 2.3 per cent, above their 
ten-year average at this time. 
Wheat 
lias a condition of about 14,7 above its 
ten-year average. 
The price of wheat, 
corn, barley, rye and flax will be some- 
what lower than the five-year average, 
but corn will bring an increase of nearly 
a cent a bushel." 


Mr. Wilson believes that the chief 
cause for non-employment is depression 
in the iron and steel industry, resulting 
from the failure of the railroads, which 
use more than 50 per cent, of the stael 
products of the country,,to place orders. 
With the approaching settlement of the 
rate question, which is holding up the 
railroads' orders for improvements and 
extension, Mr. Wilson believes ordering 
will be resumed. 


"With the coming of the harvest sea- 
son the prospect of large steel orders by 
the railroads, 
the 
increase 
in textile 
manfacture and the recent orders to 
mines I feel sq,fe in 
predicting 
that 
•within a month it will no-longer be a 
qxfestion ^bf places but pt men to £11 


No animal is so 
intimately and af- 
fectionately associated with the circus 
as the elephant and probably none 5s 
more sagacious.

Mooney says that 
there are no two 
alike. 


Elepha,nts are useful as well as orna- 
mental in the menagerie world. 
If a 
heavy wagon gets 
caiight in a quag- 
mire and tho. horses fail" to pull it along, 
the only thinjf necessary 
is 
to bring 
along an elephant. 


"Just 
push, 
don't shove," riuis the 
coon song. 
That is what the elephant 
does, and the wagon bowls along .as if 
a small-sized cyclone 
had 
struck it. 
Strong elephants can easily push two 
loaded freight cars. 


'Tbr years," Mr. Mooney said, in a 
recent interview, "elephants have been 
the Eastern man's best friends. 
They 
have been jacks of all trades, working 
in timber and lumber fields, taking part 
in big hunts and forming the backboue 
of state and ceremonial 
processions. 
But now, aside from 
the occasional 
hunts, all they seem to be needed for 
is heavy hauling and pulling the ploughs 
in the agricultural 
districts. 
In the 
latter case, at least, it has been found 
that the elephant hasn't his peer, and 
the native won't even exchange him for 
modern machinery. 
Why 
might not 
the same prove true on this continent? 
Think of the great wheat fields in the 
West and in Canada that the 
giant 
beasts might help to till! 


"The worth of the elephant has never 
been fully appreciated by the average 
American, nor even those who delve in- 


to natural history. 
Perhaps that ac- 
counts for the fact that his only value 
hei-e seems to be for show purposes in 
in circuses or zoological gardens." 


To the circus visitor the menagerie 
means grange animals and thrills, pop- 
corn and peanuts. 
To the circus com- 
pany it means something like $750,000. 
This figiire, however, is by no means ar- 
bitrary, for the value of wild beasts 
fluctuate remarkably. Today the value 
of a rhinoceros may be $10,000 but let 
a few more 
rhinos 
be-hauled' from 
their native lairs and be put on the Eu- 
ropean market and the value per animal 
may drop 50 per cent. 


Anothe thing that affects the valua- 
tion of wild animals is the question .,is 
to whether théy 
are 
acclimated or 
"green." 
The mortality 
rate 
among 
the latter-anirnals fresh fom the jungle 
is exceedingly high. 
The wild animal 
that has demonstrated the fact that it 
can live in cage, 
particularly a cage 
that hops, skips and jumps 
over the 
country with a circus, has more than 
tripled its value. 


The Barnum and Bailey zoo includes 
folr giraffes, rarest of captived wild ani- 
mals. 
Giraffes were first brought to 
America from South Africa in 1836 by 
Capt. Clayton for the circus of Welch, 
Macumber & Weeks, of which he was 
manager and afterward 
part owner. 


They did not long survive 
confine- 
ment. 
Only two municipal zoos in this 
country now own giraffes. 
The circus 
beasts have especially fitted quarters, 
are served individual food and are nev- 
er left alone, as two 
keepers and 
veterinary have 
them 
constantly in 
charge. 


A chimpanzee straight from Africa 
is worth $300 to $1,000. Let this same 
chimpanzee prove by his continued ex- 
istence that cage life is not mortally 
tedious to him and immediately 
his 
value leaps to $2,500.

New York Times, are especialty interesting. 


More automobiles have been sold in the United States 
'during, the first six months of 1914 than in any other 
siïnilar period in the history of the industry, but, generally 
speaking, they have been cars of the smaller and less ex- 
pensive tjioes, and the period has shown a decrease in the 
aMpunt of business, measured in dollars and cents, from 
tÉe first six months of 1913. It is the opinion of compe- 
tent authorities that the last six months of the present 
year will fall below the same j^eriod of last 3-ear in volume 
çf business in the automobile industry. These authorities 
also predict, from the showing of the pre-sent season and 
from the number of cars now in use ]>er ca])ita of popu- 
la;tion in the United States—considerably more than 1 to 
aQO—that the small and inexpensive car will IK- the car 01 
the future. In general the manufacturers of high-priced 
7ma'cMnes have felt no loss in business, but, on the other 
Wild, their market is not expanding. 


• Figures of motor car registratioiis from the licensing 
uuthorities of thirty-three states shows an ijicrease for 
tliose states from 1,065,000 to 1,203,770 cars, or a gain of 
nearly one hundred and fifty thousand. The Indiana fig- 
ures are given as 55,500 registrations from January 
to

St. Petersburg, July 15.—The emper- 
or's court phj'sician, Professor ,Sergius 
Petrovitch Federoff, and the empress' 
lady in waiting-, Mile. Virubova, started 
today for Tyumen, Siberia, according to 
the Courier, to attend the mj^stic lay 
monk and imperial confidant Gregory 
Rasputin, -who is suffering from a wound 
inflicted by a woman who tried to kill 
him. 


In a newspaper interview today Gus- 
eva, the would-be assassin, who is in 
jail, said she had long meditated killing 
Easputin and thus "putting an end , to 
the awful eyil wrought 'oy him in Rus- 
sia by his impostures under' the gutse 
of a prophet." 
She declared , "he had 
shaken Christianity, was sowing temp- 
tation and was blasphemoush* mocking 
the most

feeling 
of believers." 
Guseva 
concluded:

Christian and could not suffer his abuse 
of the church. I wanted to kill liim last 
year. 
I went to Yalta, but could not 
approach him, because fie was so closely 
surrounded by aristocratic women fol- 
lowers. 


"I regret that I failed to kill him. All 
the same, he will not live. The Russian 
people will not endur« such disgrace." 


Rasputin in an interview said: 
' I t is all that cursed Heliodnrus abbot 
of Tsaritsyn. 
But to the confusion of 
myself and all my enemies I will live 
and they will have nooses put aroimd 
their necks. 
Heliodorus 
was

rival of Rasputin in the iiussian capital, 
•whence he was recently banished owing 
to Rasputin's influence with the em- 
peror.

Convention 
Holds 
Liquor 


Cause of Insanity and 


Degeneracy. 


Chicago, July 15.—War on alcohol was 
declared yesterday by the national con- 
vention of aliejiists and neurologists in 
session at the Hotel LaSalle. 


Not only was the vote unanimous, but 
there was no attempt to discuss what 
was declared to be the most stringent 
set of resolutions ever adopted on that 
subject by a body of medical men. 


Not satisfied with declaring alcohol 
responsible for a large proportion of the 
world's insanity, epilepsy, feeble-mind- 
edness and "other 
forms 
of 
mental, 
moral and physical 
degeneracy," 
the 
resolutions 
recommended 
that 
etato 
legislatures prevent traffic in alcoholic 
liquors; 
that 
physicians 
initiate and 
cany on a public education of the pub- 
lic as to alcoliol's "déliterions effects," 
and practically pledged the mexiical pro- 
fession to take the van in seeking legis- 
lation for the extermination of all alco- 
holic liquors. 


The presentation of the resolutions by 
the oomniittee on alcoholism as a posi- 
tive factor of instmifcy followed numer- 
ous citations of alienists' investigations 
which were anj^thing but favorable to 
alcohol; in fact, liquor did not appear 
to have one friend in the court of medi- 
cine. It is probable that before the end 
of the convention on Friday steps will 
have been taken for the oi^nfzitlon of 
a committee to begin the work of edu- 
cating the public and seeking prohibi- 
tion legislation from state legislatures 
next winter. 


Text of the Resolutions. 


The complete text of the resolutions 
adopted on the .subject is as follows: 


T'^ereas, In the opinion of the meet- 
ing of alienists and neurologists of the 
United States in convention assembled 
it has been definitely established that 
alcohol when taken 
into the system 
acts as a definite poison to the brain 
and other tissues, and that the effects 
of this poison are directly or indirectly 
responsible for a large proportion of 
the insane, epileptic, feeble-minded and 
other forms of mental, moral and phys- 
ical degeneracy; and 


WTiereafl, TÎie laws of many 
states 
make alcohol freely availabe for drink- 
ing purposes, and therefore cater to the 
physical, mental 
and 
moral degrada- 
tion of the people, and many hospitals 
for the insane and other public institu- 
tions are now compelled to admit and 
care for a multitude of inebriates, and 
many states have already established 
separate colonies for the treatment and 
re-education of such inebriates, with 
great benefit to the individuals and to 
the commonwealth; therefore, be it 


Eesolved, That we unqualifiedly con- 
demn the use of alcoholic beverages and 
recommend that the various state legis- 
latures take steps to eliminate such 
use, and that we recommend the gen- 
eral establishment by all states and ter- 
ritories of special colonies or hospitalls 
for the care of inebriates; and 


Resolved, 
That 
organized 
science 
should initiate and carry on a system- 
atic, persistent propaganda for the ed- 
ucation of the public regarding the del- 
eterious effects of alcohol; and be it 
further 


Resolved, That the medical profession 
should take the lead in securing ade- 
quate legislation to the 
ends herein 
specified.

Hundreds of Nature Lovers 


Were of Aid to the 


Government. 


Washington, D. (X, July 15.—Perhaps 
the closest count ever made of the num- 
ber of birds in a country is being pv- 
p8tt«d by the oflficials of the Biological 
Stirvey in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, and is soon to be announced. 
The 
officials have been enthusiastically as- 
sisted in their work by -the lovers of na- 
ture throughout the country, and the in- 
dications are that ,the project will be en- 
tirely successful. 


More than two hundred and fifty bird 
enthusiasts in all parts of the country, 
volunteered to aid in the work as soon 
as it was undertaken, 
and since that 
time there have been scores of additions 
to this voluntary staif of assistants. 


The counting has been going on since 
Jxme '1, and was to have wound up by 
July 1, but it probably will be sometime 
before the last of the returns are in and 
announcement is made of the total bird 
population. The census will not include 
the varieties known as game birds, but 
in all othar 
respects - it will 
be 
as 
thorough and as well 
classiiietl 
as is 
practicable. 
PreviouB^ " «stimates 
by 
bird expert« .jare that' there' are 


states than in the West and the least 
of all in the prairies. 


But this is only a guess. The eniuner- 
ators in the present count have been as- 
signed typical tracts of woodland, cul- 
tivated land and pasture, and asked to 
count the birds on each. Officials of each 
state will be asked to furnish the De- 
partment of Agriculture with informa- 
tion showing the total number of acres 
of each kind of land within the borders 
of the states then will be 
fairly 
ac- 
curately computed. 


The plan adopted by many of the ob- 
servers is 
to zigzag back and forth 
across the 
chosen 
area 
at daylight, 
counting the male birds of each species, 
as at that time of day, at this season, 
each is full of song and easily seen. Af- 
ter the migration period is over and tha 
birds are settled in summer quarters it 
is safe to consider that each male repre- 
sents a breeding pair; One of the main 
objects of the census, by the "way, is to 
determine how many pairs of birds of 
each species breed within definite areas. 


A count taken in part of Ohe^y Chase, 
a suburb of Washingfton, showed thirty- 
four species of birds in a tract of twen- 
ty-three acres, 
the 
total 
number of 
breeding pairs being 169, about seven to 
the acre. 
The average, it is stated, is 
about one pair to an acre. As thetract In 
question is thickly populated, the "bird 
experts of the government see in this re- 
port a refutation of the theory that the 
presence of many 
people tends to de- 
crease the number of bird«.

of a second California affair. 


Agriculture authorities view the com- 
ing arrival of the Japanese, who are 
being recruited 
from California, with 
grave apprehension, while labor organi- 
zations have raised a shout of protest 
and state officials are agitated. 
Unless 
the Japanese invasion of the upper pen- 
insula of Michigan is brought to a halt 
the question of the right of aliens to 
hold land is likely to become an issue 
in the approaching primaries. 


The first definite word of the proposed

came today in a message from Joseph

Chicago, July 15.—The i^as plant has 
taken the whoop out of whooping cough. 
Children noAv go to a gas factory and 
turn their noses toward a .scintillating 
pile of iron pyrites in the purifying room 
and, presto! their colds, sore throats and 
heavy chests disappear. 


Anna Tinerlla and Baby JOe, Angelina 
Cwso, Lena, and Mary, and Sam, of 
Larrabee street, all took the "gas" treat- 
ment in the north station of the Peo- 
ple's Gas company, at 1122 Crosby street. 


Superintendent J. VV. Lawlor has op- 
ened a bo.x: of "spent oxide," from which 
rose strong odors of soothing aromatic 
oils. 
The children gathered about the 
healing box 
and 
sniffed. 
Ther^ they 
romped in the long room, Rtoppmg in 
their play for more sniffs. 


Room for Families. 


"Sometimes the entire family afflicted 
with colds comes and stays all day," said 
the superintendent. 
"That is why we 
hare a room fitted up for people who 
come for the old-fashioned remedy. 
If 
we can do anything to help the people 
along we are pleased. 
Nearly all the 
branch stations have such rooms used as 
free clinics for the people in their neigh- 
borhoods. 
But it is np? gas that they 
inj^le, as they think, it is the aromatic 
oil. 


R. B. Harper, superintendent of the 
testing laboratories of the gas plants. 


gave the chemical analysis ^f the treat- 
ment. 


"There is a steel tank with a bottôm 
of wooden gratings. 
This is filled with 
purification materials. 
The boxes hold 
from 3,000 to 10,000 bushels of purifying 
material, which consists of pine shavings 
coated with iron rust. 
A trough of 
water is connected with the steel tank, 
which seals it from the air. 


Takes Sulphur Out of Gas. 


"In crude gas there is much sulphur. 
The object of the purifying material is 
to take the sulphiu-eted hydrogen out of 
the crude gas. Slowly the pine shavings 
absorb aromatic oils. "\^nien the purify- 
ing materi.Rl refuses longer to take out 
the sulphureted 
hydrogen it is called 
'.spent oxide' and is thrown aAvay. 


"The shavings then give off the strong 
odors of the aromatic oils, which cure 
coughs and colds." 


•T. H."Eustace, of the People's Gas «com- 
pany, has permitted persons suffering 
from rhe\imatism to collect "drip oil" at 
the various gas stations for their ills, it 
was said. 
The employés in the different 
plants are said never to have colds; sore 
throats are unknown. 
This is because 
they inhale the odors about the plant. 


"Gas," said Mr. Harper, "never is per- 
mitted to escape."

Concerning First Work on 
the Wabash and Erie 
Waterway. 


Seventy-one years ago last Saturday 
the middle division of the Wabash and 
Erie canal, extending 
from 
the 
St. 
Joseph river to the fork of the Wabash 
river, was opened for navigation. 
The 
occasion was a gala event in all the 
towns touched by the canal, and the 
opening 
every^vhere 
throughout 
the 
state heralded ae marking the start in 
a new era in the progress of Indiana. 
The cost of this central division 
was 
$230,000. Work on it had begun in 183Ó, 
wlien the state legislature planned for 
a great amount of canal building. There 
was the \^Tiitewater canal, which was to 
cost $1,000,000; the Central canal, 
to 
cost $3,500,000, and the extension of the 
Wabash and Erie canal from Tippecanoe 
down the Wabash to Terre Haute, which 


was to cost $1,300,000. The whole length 
oi the roads and canals projected by the 
legislatui'e of that yeivr was 1,200 miles 
and the total estimated cost was in the 
neighborhood of $20,000,000. 
The am- 
bitious plans of the legislature, however, 
met disaster. 
Ten years afti-r the plans 
were first projected it was found that 
only one division spoken of above had 
been outstanding and that the state had 
oTitstanding bonds amountig to $10,000,- 
000 for the work and that it had no 
money 
with 
which 
to take 
up 
these 
bonds.
